An excellent suggestion was that on 
every school board there should be, by 
law, at least one woman. There are so 
a-any things a woman could be helpful 
in, in the relations between mother, 
pupil and teacher that a mere man 
never thinks of. 

The lecture concluded with a word 
of praise to the teacher whose import¬ 
ant position in the economy of a 
nation !.• not yet sufficiently recognised 
or recompensed.

nual Report held this week, waa the 
95th in the Bank’s history. The 
Bank la yearly occupying a more Im¬ 
portant place In the financial, commer¬ 
cial and industrial expansion of the 
Dominion. This Annual Report pre¬ 
sented.’ whten covered the year ended 
the Slst October. 1912. showed net 
profits for the' ■ year of $2,618,000. 
which with a balance brought forward 
of $1,865,000 and the premiums on new 
stock amounting tc 834.000. make, a 
total of over $6,207,000 available for 
distribution. Quarterly dividends 
and two bonuses absorbed $1,894,000. 
The sum of $1,000,000 was transferred 
to rest account. $1,000,000 to coUating- 
ent account and $511,000 Expended on 
bank' premises. \?*ilch left * balance, 
to be.carried forward $^)2.000. Tbe 
Bank has now total assets of nearly 
$237,000,000. making It one of tbs 
strongest financial Institutions on the 
continent. During the year It in¬ 
creased its paid up capital to $16,000.- 
000. Increased Its rest account to i 
similar sum. made large gains In de¬ 
posits and in current loans, opened a 
number of a*w branches, and other¬ 
wise kept pace with the growing pros¬ 
perity of the Dominion. The tact 
that the Bank made current loans of 
nearly $120,000, shows r that there is 
a big demand in tbe country for bank¬ 
ing accommodation and tbat tbe Bank- 
of Montreal is doing Its full share In 
.catering to the business needs of the 
communities where its branches are 
located. 

The year was the first under the gen¬ 
eral management of Mr. H. V. Mere¬ 
dith and the fact that tbe profits for 
the year were some $242,000 greater 
than those of the previous year, must 
be regarded as not only satisfactory 
to the shareholders but as complimen¬ 
tary to the foresight and business 
sagacity of the General Manager. It 
Is doubtful If the Bank of Montreal 
was ever In as good condition to take 
care of the growing needs of the Do¬ 
minion than It Is at the present time. 
Its Increase in paid up capital and rest 
accounts, Its gain in deposits, total as¬ 
sets and other matters, makes it pe¬ 
culiarly fitted to take a leading place 
In £he financial and Industrial expan¬ 
sion of the country. 

The addresses of the President and 
General Manager were both compre¬ 
hensive reviews of the financial, com¬ 
mercial and Industrial conditions pre¬ 
vailing throughout the Dominion. 
That of the President which referred 
to the Dominion as a whole, was mas¬ 
terly summary of the conditions pre¬ 
vailing at the present time. The ad¬ 
dress was optimistic In its tone,. Mr. 
Angus declaring that conditions 
throughout the Dominion were unus¬ 
ually sound and that satisfactory pro¬ 
gress might be expected as long as 
present conditions prevailed. Mr. 
Angus touched upon the agricultural 
expansion, th" Increase In immigra¬ 
tion, the growth of manufacturing, 
railroad develonment. the shipping In¬ 
dustry, apd.,practically speaking every 
phase of our commercial and Industrial 
expansion. 

Mr. Meredith in his address, re¬ 
ferred more particularly to the growth 
of the Bank and the banking business. 
He touched on the forthcoming revis¬ 
ion of the Bank Act, and Intimated 
that there might be a few minor 
changes, although In the main ?be| 
present Act was giving satisfactory 
service. Ho also dealt In an able 
and comprehensive way with the In¬ 
creased cost of living and the charge 
that the Banks throughout the Domin¬ 
ion were not paying sufficient atten¬ 
tion to the farming communities. He 
dented the charge that the banks en¬ 
couraged farmers to become deposi¬ 
tors and not borrowers, and stated 
that In so far as his bank was con¬ 
cerned many millions were on loan to | 
farmers and small traders. 

Altogether the addresses of the two 
heads of the Bank like the Annual 
Report Itself, were eminently satis¬ 
factory to the shareholders present 
and should prqye equally so to busi¬ 
ness men throughout the country as 
well.

Masked Men Raid Village Poetoffice 

and Couple Murder With Robbery 

Another startling crime in Paris, 
which in many respects recalls the ex¬ 
ploits of the gang cf motor bandits 
headed by Bonnot was perpetrated 
at Besons, a few miles west of Paris. 

Three bandits, two of whom wore 
masks and the other a false beard, 
all armed with revolvers, held up the 
local postofflee and killed M. R. E. 
Cartier, the husband of the postmis¬ 
tress, ransacked the office, and made 
their escape with about $75. 

It waa just before 9 o'clock when 
the outrage took place. Madame 
Cartier, tbe postmistress, was making 
up the accounts tor the day and was 
Inclosing some bank notes in an en¬ 
velope. Her daughter Jane, aged 18, 
waa writing business letters In tbe of¬ 
fice, where another girl, Mile. Devolle, 
waa in charge of the telephone. Mad¬ 
ame Cartier’s son, aged 16, was sit¬ 
ting near his mother reading a paper. 

There whs no one In the public pari 
of the room. Suddenly three men, 
wearing black masks and all brandish¬ 
ing revolvers, rushed Into the office 
and went straight to the counter. The 
terrified women flqd, shrieking, and 
.the boy took refuge In an adjoining 
room. Madame Cartier had the pre¬ 
sence of mind to lock her drawer and 
to take with her the envelope, which 
contained (600 In notes. 

One of the men climbed over the 
counter railing and ransacked the 
'Vrswers. while the others kept guard. 
In the meantime M. Cartier, who was. 
a post-office Inspector In Paris, heard 
the shrlPks of the women and rushed 
downstairs. He was met at tbe bot¬ 
tom by the bandits, who killed him 
with four revolver shot;, and at once 
fled. "Mounting bl^yOn* which they 
had left near in charge of a fourth 
accomplice, they disappeared In the. 
darkness. 

A postman who was returning to 
the office met four men on bicycles go¬ 
ing swiftly in the direction of Paris. 
One of them was bareheaded, having 
left hts cap In the postoffice, where 
It was afterwards found. A boy who 
was cycling from Paris also met four 
men, and the one who was bareheaded 
asked the tad to sell bim his cap 
When the boy refused the man took 
the cap by force and threw the lad a 
five-franc piece, saying to him. with 
that you will be able to buy another. 

The police believe that the members 
of the gang are the men who last Sept¬ 
ember got out of a train at Les Auh- 
rals, near Paris, and shot dead a rail¬ 
way employe who tried to arrest them 
because they bad no tickets.

to thirteen months Imprisonment and 
lined $200. 

The dramatic arrest of Monte Carlo 
Wells, and Jeanne Burns/ an actress, 
took place on his steam yacht, Bxeel- 
alor, at Palrmouth -n January 20 last 
Weily, who was said to have had some 
thirty-six 'aliases, twice broke the 
bank at Monte Carlo in I69J and Won 
some $2011.000 at the tables in flv« 
days. _ this was' the feat that was 
commemorated In the well known 
songr The Man who Broke the Bank 
at Monte Carlo." 'Paring the hearing 
of the present case he said: I broke 
the Bank not once, b.ut ten times, 
and gained al’agether $400,000. 

Wells was Sentenced at tpe Old 
Bailey in the following year to eight 
years’ penal servitude for obtaining 
"over $160,000 by false pretences at 
setting certain patents. One of these 
he asserted, would economize fuel on 
steamships. 

Wells was arrested at Kf* I mouth on 
a charge of obtaining over $200,000 by 
false pretences In Prance. This was 
the sum he n»d obtained as manager 
of the Rente Bl-Menauclle - In Paris, 
which advertised largely and prom¬ 
ised Interest at the rate of 1 per cent 
per day to Investors. Wells carried 
out his p-omlae so effectively for six 1 
months, paying out of capital, that 
he raked in millions of francs. The 
police at length asked him to give 
proofs of Ms genulneas. but Weils 
disappeared. When he was found at 
Palmouth In his luxuriously fitted 
yacht he was living a life of ease.

The German giiardshlp Lorelei was 
sent off to Salonlca with a mission to 
persuade Abdul Hamid. On board 
were two princes of the Imperial Turk¬ 
ish family, bo‘h of them sons-ln law of 
Abdul. 

As soon as the Lorelei reached Sa¬ 
lonlca they were shown Into the ex- 
sultan’s presence and did their best to 
convince the fallen ruler that he must 
leave the place at once. But all their 
persuasion could not Induce the old 
map to go back upon his resolution not 
to move. 

They then thought of a final argu¬ 
ment. The commander of the Lorelei 
In the gorgeous uniform of the Germ¬ 
an navy, was ushered Into Abdul Ha¬ 
mid’s presence. This at onoe 
changed his tone of defiance. 

I have every confidence, he said. In 
the loyalty and friendship of the kais¬ 
er. I will under such auspices fol¬ 
low you all over the world. s 

Within an hour Abdul Hamid was 
on board ship. His'presence there 
wss almost immediately followed bv 
a double and complete surnrlse for all 
who were about him. For this ex- 
sultan, who l.ad been.generally sup¬ 
posed to have fallen Into a condition 
bordering on Idiocy and stupidity, dis¬ 
played a remarkablv clear and accur¬ 
ate knowledge of affairs. • 

Talks In French 

Moreover, this man, who all bis life 
had never baen known to speak twen¬ 
ty words of French, and who had al¬ 
ways declared that he was quite Ig¬ 
norant of that language, began to 
speak French, not only with accuracy 
but with an extraordinary good ac 
cent. 

Hp went on—also In French—to ask 
for news cohcerning the members of 
the German imperial family, of which 
It seemed, he knew every member. 
Ho was silent and saddened for a 
time when told of the-death of Baron 
Marschal von Biebersteln, which 
seemed to he the only recent event of 
which he knew nothing. 

He was my friend, was all the ex¬ 
sultan said of the dead statesman. 

He was very curious to know wheth¬ 
er Sir Arthur Conan Boyle wls still 
amusing the world with his stories of 
I the exploits of Sherlock Holmes. 
-Those stories, he said, were the only 
ones that ever appealed to him.

Enjoya Himself 

During his voyage to Asia Minor, 
Abdul Hamid both ate and drank 
heartily. On the oth^r hand he did 
not make any use of the bathroom 
which was set apart for him. 

He begged the commander of the 
Lorelei to convey his personal remem¬ 
brances and thanks to Emperor Wil¬ 
liam for the consideration and atten¬ 
tion shown to him on the voyage end 
he gave to each officer either a dia¬ 
mond pin or a gold cigarette case 
studded with diamonds. 

There was but one moment of hesi¬ 
tation at the pnd of the voyage to 
Bovlerbey. This was when he had to 
leave the German vessel and enter a 
boat fn which alone, he was taken to 
the landing stage. Following him 
were his ten wives and some attend¬ 
ants, all of whom had gone with him 
from Constantinople Into captivity. 

At Beylerboy he refused to occupy 
the palace itself—the place which 'n 
dava gone by sheltered an empress 
of Franc"—blit decided to be Installed 
In a small pavilion adjoining It. 

Then, once aggln relapsing Into si 
lence, nnd appearing to be entirely In¬ 
different to nil around him, he be¬ 
came absorbed In thought..

REPORTED THAT INTERESTS OF 
4. J. HILL ARE SPREADING 

MRvid That Several Important Pro¬ 
jects Will Soon Amalgamate With 
the Great Northern Road, and That 
Railway Magnate le Planning an In- 
vaalon of Western Canada. . 
Calgary, Al'a.—If-the western Dv 
minion la part of the'railroad network 
that James J. Hill, head of the Great 
Northern, Intends to place In Alberta 
and tbq went, the Alberta Pacific rail¬ 
way Is also a part of that groat sys¬ 
tem now, for notice lias been given 
that the two companies have amalga¬ 
mated or will do bo In the very near 
.,. T . , 
/3ome time ago the engineer wtfo 
was in charge of thP former road, 
stated to a well-known citizen In Cai- 
, fary that his pay cheques were re¬ 
ceived' from ‘the Great Northern, and 
the majority of people were confident 
that the Western Dominion Is part of 
the Great Northern. At that time 
the Alberta Pacific was not thought 
to be connected with the Hill system, 
but now that the rights, ppwera, suy- 
“ veye, plants at work, plant mater¬ 
ial and machinery of the Western Do¬ 
minion have been practically taken 
over by the Alberta Pacific they will, 
be operated as one road. The Indica¬ 
tions are that J. J. Hill has not been 
asleep the past few months, and that 
he contemplates the purchase of ss 
many roads aa possible In Alberta and 
the west, while at the same time keep 
lng from the world the fact that he Is 
behind the purchases. 

There Is every Indication that James 
f. Hill will Invade western Can 
ada next spring, and although the re¬ 
ports are not confirmed, It Is believed 
that a large number of the smaller 
roads now being built, or Just com¬ 
pleted, In the west, belong tp the 
Great Northern, or will be the proper¬ 
ty of that company before long. 

The announcement has been mode 
within the past month that the West¬ 
ern Dominion will spend $(,000,000 Im¬ 
mediately on construction, but now 
that the road will amalgamate with 
tA® Alberts Pacific the latest lnf-'r- 
mntfon ts to the effect that over $8.- 
•00,000 will be expended, and the 
plana for the extensions of the two 
road, are now in the course of pre¬ 
paration . 

In British Columbia, James J. HI1' 
la now building the Victoria and 
Eastern Railway, and the line la now 
In operation within a few miles of 
the summit of the mountains. wMle 
tb® charter provides for so ex*«nslon 
still further eastward. In Western 
Canada today there are a number of 
such charters with- which nothing has- 
been done, and the general snpposl 
tlon In railroad circles Is that Mr. 
Hill fs at the back of the majority of 
these, snd that quietly but sorely, he 
Is building one'st a rime, and hef-—» 
lone t>ie west will realize with the 
C.P.R. and other railroads, that th« 
Great Northern Is here a"d reddv to 
fleht for ijts shar^ of the western 
trad*. ,

Canada’s trade with the Is¬ 
lands last year was 689,543 pounds but 
hi nearly every Instance It was notably 
\ behind the United States, particular- 
- ly In respect to flour, food stuffs and 
provisions. With the improved 
steamship service planned, this coq^ 
d I tlon doubtless will be reversed. The 
agreement having been ratified by ail 
of the Islands, It will go Into effect as 
soon as it Is passed by both houses 
of the Canadian parliament.

papetown.—Attention has lately 
been turned again to South Africa as 
an oil producer. Before the Boer 
war there were some oil discoveries 
In Cape Colony, but the demand was 
small compared with today. 

Sir BovertrfH Redwood has discov¬ 
ered free petroleum In samples of 
rocks which, have been submitted to 
him for Investigation, and other re¬ 
ports of a favorable character have 
been obtained from experts. 

General Botha has expressed the 
view that there Is a large supply of 
oil In the Transvaal, and arrangements 
are now being made for the systematic 
and active development of the new 
field.. 

The discovery of oil In various parts 
of the British empire Is of more than 
commercial importance, owing to the 
growing use of liquid fuel In the 
navy. . _

London “Observer” Wants Building of 
Six New Dreadnoughts a Year 
for 8ix Years 

London.—The Observer says that 
some day Canada expects to have a 
strong fleet in the Pacific, and Austra¬ 
lia, doggedly, but rightly. Is deter 
mined to keen hers In the Pacific. 
Thither, save the paper, should go also 
the New Zealand and Malay battle¬ 
ships. 

Tbe Observer think* that South 
Africa should be persuaded to substi¬ 
tute -powerfnt armored ships for .the 
suggested six useless little cruleers. 
Concluding, the Observer states that 
Britain m^st have 70 Dreadnoughts 
by "1920. of which 48 must remain at 
hoffi#, 16 be In the Mediterannean and 
six constitute the Imperial patrol. She 
must, therefore, lav six Dreadnoughts 
everv year until 1918 In order to ac¬ 
complish this. 


EMPIRE MIGHT BE KILLED BY 
KINDNESS 

Canadian Offer Raises Question of 
Maintenance of Alt Dominions 
Following Suit 

London.—The Daily News (Liberal) 
argues "that If the other dominions 
adopt the Canadian policy of building 
ships, then leaving us the cost of 
maintenance, we are In danger of be¬ 
ing killed by kindness. Churchill’s 
formula also vanishes, and tbe vista 
of naval profligacy is limitless. The 
News aleo returns to the constitution¬ 
al aspect of the question, claiming 
that what The Times halls favorably 
as a gradual modification of existing 
constitutional relations between Brit¬ 
ain and the overseas dominions should 
be approached authoritatively by the 
parliaments and peoples concerned, 
not Insinuated as a casual Incident of 
admiralty administration.

Senate Will Decide Whether Great 
Britain's Protest Will be Submit¬ 
ted to the Hague for Arbltratlon-r 
Beoretary Knox Holds That, tba 
..Question la a Purely Domestic One. 

Washington.—Whether Great Brit¬ 
ain's protest against free, passage of 
American ships through the Panama 
canal la to be submitted to The Hague 
la to be finally determined b?3he seu- 
ate. In any event. It was Intimated 
that President Taft, consistent with 
his attitude as a principal champion 
of arbitration of disputes between na- 
t'.onz, might, recommend such n 
cqurse, should he and Secretary Knox 
not hold the question a purely domes¬ 
tic arid Internal one and therefore ar¬ 
bitrable. There was considerable 
leaning to such a view among sena¬ 
tors . 

The British government's note was 
discussed Informally by President 
Taft and his cabinet, but It was laid 
that until Secretary Knox had time to 
study it at length and probably had 
outlined hie reply. It would not be 
taken up formally. That probably 
will pot be for several weeks. 

A suggestion that the question might 
bp kept from arbitration by delay, un¬ 
til the existing arbitration treaty with 
Great Britain expire® by limitation 
next June was repudiated bv a num¬ 
ber of senators. Senator Lodve, a 
prominent member of the foreign re¬ 
lation* committee, declared that "the 
United States would not stoop to 
tricks." Senator Sutherland declar¬ 
ed the question purelv a domestic one 
end therefore not subject to arbitra¬ 
tion.

To Appoint Heir to Russian Throne 
London.—The Dally Express -tv 
futea the etory that Crown Prince 
Alexis of Russia, waa the victim of 
Nihilists. It asserts that he le suf¬ 
fering from the effects of a wound 
made by a trusted attendant, who haa 
since proved to he a Nihilist. The 
wound, says 'he Express, Is of such a 
nature that the Prince la lnqapable of 
continuing the line of succession to 
the throne and therefore the appoint- 
ment of an heir designate la being! 
discussed In court circle*, as Emper¬ 
or Nicholas's brother. Grand Duke 
Michael, has renounced his rights. 


Unsanitary Conditions in Toronto 
Workshops 

Toronto.—Another strike among 
the United Garment Workers seems 
imminent The dissatlsfactlpn is not 
over wages, but insanitary conditions 
In working shops. Over 60 per cent 
of the o othlng made in Toronto, de¬ 
clared Organizer Rosenblum, la made 
under really fearful insanitary condi¬ 
tions. Especially Is this the case In 
the shops where space Is at a pre¬ 
mium. The men voiced their willing¬ 
ness to a ten per cent levy If found 
necessary. Before declaring a strike 
however, a determined effort will be 
made to have the conditions remedied.

Washington.—The German embassy 
wants It known that it has taken no 
notice In any way of recently pub¬ 
lished statements attributed to the 
United Stat-*s army officers reflect¬ 
ing on the German military system. 

Major-General Wood, chief of staff 
of the army sent a private note to one 
of the authors, Captain Steunenberg 
at Leavenworth, Kan., advising'him 
to refrain from criticism of another 
power, but the German embassy .£ 
eager to have it known that his act¬ 
ion was taken without any .represen¬ 
tation on Its part. 


Temporary Settlement 
Lethbridge.—A temporary settle¬ 
ment haa been effected between the 
Frank Coal Company and Its employ¬ 
ees In connection with a Claim of 
$32,009 representing. It Is alleged, 
wages due to the miners who have not 
been paid from the month of October 
up till November 16 last, on which 
the men walked out. leaving a few 
men Inside to safeguard the mine. 


Winnipeg, Dec. 10.—The past week 
has not developed any Important 
change in the world’s wheat situation 
{ During the first three days, that :s 
from the 4th to the 6th Inst., the 
steadier and firmer feeling suggested 
In our last week's review continued 
and resulted In further slight ad¬ 
vances each day, but on Saturday 
the markets weakened and suffered a 
downward reaction, probably In view 
of the U.S. Government December 
crop report to ccme out on Monday 
which was expected to be very bear¬ 
ish. Tbe report was issued yester¬ 
day and It waa aa bearish as probably 
anyone expected It to be. The report 
was issued aa usual Just as the Ameri¬ 
can markets closed for the day, and 
it gave the estimated acreage under 
winter wheat In the United States for 
the crop of 1913 at 32,384,000 acres, 
and lta estimated condition on Dec. 
let, at 93.2, Indicating a possible yield 
of 672,000,000 bus. when harvested 
next summer. Last year the acreage 
was estimated at 32,213,000 acres, the 
condition on December 1st, 1911 be¬ 
ing 86.6 and probable yield 628,000,000 
bushels. This report of course was 
not known until the markets had 
closed, and while It was expected It 
would have a bearish Influence lte ef¬ 
fect was partly in luspenee. But In 
the latter part of the market session 
yesterday a much more bearish feat¬ 
ure than the crop report made Its 
appearance In the U.S. visible supply 
figures, which showed an Increase for 
the past week of the very large quan¬ 
tity of 6,877,000 bushels. This com¬ 
bined with the expectation of the 
bearish crop report demoralized the 
markets, and brought on a deluge of 
selling orders under which prices de¬ 
clined lc. to lHc. for the day. To> 
day notwithstanding all this heavy 
hear development Liverpool cables 
came with only a alight decline, and 
closing cables showed an advance 
over the earlier reports. The Amer¬ 
ican markets opened with a lot of sell¬ 
ing as was expected and prices had a 
sharp decline, but gradually confidence 
returned and the markets steadied 
then advanced and closed He. to 
He. higher than yesterday's close, and 
to-day's closing prices In the United 


States' market and Winnipeg leave 
prioes at only %c, to \c. per bus. 
lower than they closed .at this day 
week. We think that most people 
oo up acted with Or Interested fn the 
wheat markets, and who'have’more or 
les4 well informed ideas of the wheat 
situation over thh world, feel a diffi¬ 
culty at the present; time In express¬ 
ing any clear forecast as to the pro¬ 
bable course of the market In the 
Immediate or more distant future. Per 
hape 'he main element bn the bear 
side of the market Is the apparent 
large'supplies of wheat visible and iu 
visible. Up to the present, time tho 
large.demand which has been exper¬ 
ienced In the last four months has 
brought obt large supplies, and ow¬ 
ing to abundance of.wheat prtbes have 
continued to decline even in face 1 of 
such demand. Another bearish ele¬ 
ment Is the possibility of a continuous 
good prospect for next year's-crops 
followed by abundant yields. The 
present best prospect along this line 
Is thfe high condition of the U.S. 
winter wheat crop, for In Europe the 
new irinter wheat crops are scarcely 
up to the average for the time of the 
year, whatever they may do later on. 
Owing to the war In eastern Europe 
it is not likely that a full acreage of 
any of the croDs will be planted over 
that area.‘What a few wleks ago 
*®emed a heavy weight In prospeot Is 
the Argentine crop, but latterly weath¬ 
er damage by rain and hall In some 
Darts and hot winds In other parts has 
been lessening the crop to some ex¬ 
tent. and estimates of the probable 
yield are being reduoed. so that to-day 
the Argentine crop does not eeem 
nearly so bearish a factor as It did a 
month ago. The Australian crop also 
Is understood to be a moderate one. 
and perhaps this Is the cause why ex¬ 
ports of old crop from Australia In 
the last three months have not been 
over half what they were In same per¬ 
iod last year. On the bull side when 
we turn to the statistical situation we 
find that in face of the Immense move¬ 
ment of wheat In the last four to five 
months It does not compere bearish ly 
with the standing of risible supplies 
a year ago. The shipment* from ex¬ 
porting countries to Importing coun¬ 
tries from July let to <J*te have been 
62,000.000 bus. larger than In the same 
period last year, and yet visible stocks 
are scarcely so large as a year ago. 
Whether this results from Increased 
consumption of bread stuffs or .from 
purchases which have been made by 
Imlllers and merchants which havri 
gone Into tbe Invisible supplies, and 
are still In existence, we have no 
means of knowing. We find, how¬ 
ever that the United States visible 
supply Is 61,277,000 bus. against 70,- 
388,000^bus. last year. The quantity 
on ocean passage last week decreased 
4,162.000 bus. against a decrease of 
1,648.000 bus. last year, and now 
Stand* at 84.498,000 bus. against. 31,- 
462,000 bus. a year ago; that is 3,034.- 
000 bus. more this year than last/ but 
only four weeks ago the auantlty over 
last year was 9,208.000 bus. and In 
these four weeks the world’s ship¬ 
ments havh been about 13.000,000 bus. 
larger than they were In the same 
four weeks last year; truly the whhat 
Is disappearing'somewhere. Last week 
the European visible supplies decreas¬ 
ed 2.684.000 bus. against an Increase 
of 700.000 bus. a year ago, and the 
total now stands at 86,812.000 bus. 
against 88,300,000 bus. last ye*r. The 
world’s visible supply according to 
Bradstreets Increased laet week *2. 
266.000 bus. against an increase of 
3.727.000 bus. a year aeo and now 
stands at 201,706.000 bus. against 
202.886.000 bus. laet year. Fdr all 
our big crops and big movement this 
year therefore risible supplies are less 
than last year. 

Our Winnipeg market has been act¬ 
ive during the week with good demand 
for everything at current market 
price*-. Movement from the west has 
fallen off, but the railways have been 
putting their strength on to clean up 
the Winnipeg yards and side tracks 
between here and Port William in or¬ 
der to get all cars of grain in that 
area down to the lake front before 
navigation closed. Lake navigation 
practically closes tonight as no insur¬ 
ance can be got on cargoes that are 
not cleared by midnight. Shippers 
have therefore been very busy in the 
last few days. From now forward 
there will be no premium on spot 
grain until navigation opens next

Text of the Lesson, las., lx, 1.—Mem 

ory Verses, 6-7—Golden Text, lee 

lx, 8—Commentary - Prepared k) 

Rev. D. M. Steeme. 

The regular leeson tor the day Is en 
titled “For and Against Him," ant 
In It we see that even JameB and John 
did not know Him very well and were 
Inclined to act In Judgment Instead of 
grace and those who talked of follow¬ 
ing Him did not know what K meant 
to tolow Him, but He, knowing all 
that lay before Him, steadfastly set 
His face to.igo to Jerusalem (Luke 
lx, 49-62). It seems fitting to turn 
aside for our Christmas lesson to the 
prophetic portion assigned as an op¬ 
tional lesson, that we may know the 
mind-of the Lord, for He will do no¬ 
thing that He has not revealed to Hie 
servants, the prophets, and He sold 
Himself, “AH things must be fulfilled 
which were written in the law of. 
Moses end In the prophets and In Che- 
psalms concerning me." (Amos 111, 7.; 
Lev. xxlv, 44). Isaiah has already 
told us that "His glory Is the fullness 
of the whole earth;’' that all .oftr 
looks and haughtiness of men shall oe 
brought down and the Lord alone ex¬ 
alted In that day when nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation, nei¬ 
ther shall they learn war any more 
(Isa. vl, S, margin:-11, 4-11-17). 

The great sign wou d he that a vir¬ 
gin should conceive end be&r a son 
and call His name Immanuel, Na¬ 
tions would be arrayed against Him. 
and even His own people seek famil¬ 
iar spirits Instead of Himself, and 
there would be trouble and darkness, 
but He would come, end In due time 
His kingdom (Isa. vil, 14; vtll, 9 10-1* 
-20-22; lx, 1, 2). 

Both His first coming in humiliation 
and His second coming In glory are 
so close jr associated In prophecy that 
one Is apt to confuse them as one 
event. The prophet} themselves 
looked Into these matters, but were 
not always able to distinguish (1 Pet. 
•I, 10-12). We know from Matt. Iv, 
16-16, that verse 2 of our lesson had 
a fulfillment In the days of His so¬ 
journ In humiliation. l.n Galilee, and 
we also know from Isa lx. 1-3, and 
the rest of that chapter that there 
will be a greater darkness and a 
greater light at His second oomlng 
in glory. Then there Is a present 
application of that verse day by day 
everywhere that His redeemed ones 
are found, for then Is more or lees 
darkness In all places, and the Uvea 
of His people should be a constant - 
light (11 Cor., iv, 10-11; Matt, v, 14-16; 
John 1, 4). Lesson verses 3 to 5 
look back to the deliverance by Gld- 
jfg (Judg. vl, 34, R.V., margin) and 
the Lord wrought a great deliverance 
and victory. 

1 believe that In Ps. cx. 7, that 
wonderful kingdom paulm, there is 
also a reference to the zeal of Gideon 
and hla 300. The words In verse 6, 
“Unto us a child Is born, unto us a 
son is given,” are unmistakably plain 
concerning His birth and manhood, 
as are the words concerning the place 
of His birth In Mlc. v, 2, and the 
words of the angel In Luke 11, 10-12, 
concerning his actual birth. Why are 
not the rest of the words In lesson 
verses 6, 7, Just as plain"? A>so tho 
words In Mic. v. 2, “Out of thee shall 
He come forth unto me that Is to bo 
ruler In Israel, whose goings forth 
have beefa from of old, from the days 
of eternity.” Also the words of Gab¬ 
riel In Lake 1, 32, 33. “Thfe Lord God 
shall give unto Him the throne of 
His father David, and He shall reign 
over tbe house of Jacob forever, and 
of His kingdom there shall be no 
end.’’ Why are we tofd that these 
words must be taken spiritually, that 
His kingdom Is only in poople’s hearts, 
that He Is on the throve of David 
how and that the church Is Israel? 

The world of God and the purposa- 
of God will never be understood by 
those who thus pervert 'the Scrip¬ 
tures. He did truly and literally ap¬ 
pear In ages past to Abraham. Isaac, 
Jacob, Moses, Joshua. Gideon, Man- 
oah, Solomon and others. He was 
truly and dterslly born of a virgin at 
Bethlehem, rode on an ass’ colt Into 
Jerusalem; His hands and His feet- 
were pierced. , 

He died, was burled, rose from the 
dead, ascended to heaven and Is at 
the right hand of the Majesty on high. 
He will Just as literally come again 
to rule over u literal Israel from the 
throne of David, and He wiL be not 
only King of the Jews, but King of 
kings and Lord of lords, speaking 
peace to all nations and restoring all 
things of which tbe prophets have 
spoken (Zech. lx, 10; xlv. 9; Acts 
111, 19-21). He ■•ill then be seen In 
fullness as Wonderful. Counsellor 
the Mighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace. He la 
all that now, but It will be recognized 
by all when He shall come In glory. 

Now, since He Is and Is to be and 
do all that la written of HI*, surely 
we can with the utmost confidence 
let the government of all our affairs, 
personal, home, business, church and 
all else, lie upon His shoulders, for 
He Is able easily to carry us and all 
our affairs (Deut. xxxill, 12; Col. 

In reading 
the Blb.c let us be governed by this 
principle; Literal, If possible, all tho 
way through, and If tbe plain, ob¬ 
vious sense makes good sense, seek 
no other sense. I thank God that 
such a simple way came to me 
through the late John Wilkinson and 
It has greatly helped me.
